The Connecticut Farmer makes the esti- 
mate that the hay crop of that State will 
fal) one-third short of the excellent crop of 
jast year. ‘Che dry weather of the month 
of June is chiefly accountable for it. 
Grass in that State is some two weeks 
ahead of Maine, and its growth was nearly 
matured before the late copious rains. 

The Society for the Promotion of Agri- 
cultural Science will hold its Eighth An- 
nual Meeting at Columbia College, New 
York, beginning Monday evening, Aug. 8, 
and continuing on Tuesday—the days im- 
mediately preceding the 36th Meeting of 
the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. Prof. W. R. Lazenby, 
Secretary, State University, Columbus, oO. 





The first new wheat of the season was 
received in St. Louis, on Monday, June 13th. 
It was from New Madrid, Mo., and con- 
sisted of 316 sacks and graded No. 3 red. 
It was damp and chafty, was sold at auction 
atSl cents. The first arrival last year waz on 
June 2Ist, and was from Kentucky and 
Tennessee. In 1885 the first came from 
Texas on June 20th. 


A Pennsylvania dairyman hits the mark 
exactly when he says that the search for 
“the futare cow” is a chase after a will-o’- 
the-wisp which eludes the deceived fol- 
lower, and claims “it will pay far better 
to cultivate the present cow as well as pos- 
sible.” There will always be poor cows, 
but it is surprising how many good ones 
can be made out of good feeding and proper 
care. 

A New Orleans paper states that sharpers 
in some parts of the country are soliciting 
farmers’ signatures to a pledge not to de- 
stroy any song birds. The document is so 
written that a little artful doctoring trans- 
forms it into a promissory note, which 
comes into the hands of an ‘innocent hold- 
er” at a neighboring bank, and must be 
paid upon maturity. It may not be that 
New England country people are keener 
than those in the Southwest, but they 
ought to know better than to get caught in 
such atrap. It is well, though, to keep a 
lookout against sharpers. 


It would be difficult to condense more 
false agricultural doctrine into so small a 
compass than is found in the following 
paragraph clipped from among the choice 
excerpts in a great agricultural paper. [f 
papers would be instructors they ought 
first to be qualified to teach: Ploughing 
meadows is akin to killing the golden- 
egged goose. he effort of farmers and 
dairymen should be to permanence of grass. 
In seeding down the land, no thought of 
ploughing it up should be entertained. It 
should be put down to last. The land 
should be thoroughly prepared, made as 
fine and mellow as possible, enriched lib- 
erally, and sown with a proper selection of 
grass seed, without any “foster” crop to 
rob it of the needed food and air. 











An experienced sheep-raiser gives the 
following as a sure remedy for lice and 
ticks on sheep: When I shear, I have 
ready a can filled with lard or lard oil 
wade thick with sulphur, and rub it on the 
sheep from the back of the head to the end 
of the tail, and let it remain there. Rub 
hard with palm of hand or a paddle, and 
in one month no ticks will be found on the 
sheep. The sulphur and grease will stay 
there nearly the season through. It will 
make the wool look like it was bleached 
next to the hide on the sheep. I recom- 
mend this and am responsible, and can 
send to any one a sample of wool. I never 
find scab, sores or shedding of wool on any 
ofmy sheep. The remedy is simple and 
cheap —twenty-five cents to fifteen or twen- 
ty sheep. 


One of the speakers at the recent confer- 
ence of the British Dairy Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation said: ‘One of the most startling 
developments of_ the butter trade within 
the last twenty years has been the success- 
fulraid made upon our fresh butter mar- 
kets by foreigners. Gentlemen, they 
should have been, they ought to have been, 
tackled earlier; but now it is a vital matter 
that they should not be allowed to go un- 
challenged, but that they should find the 
fauntlet picked up by the men—I mean 
yourselves, gentlemen—who used to sup- 
ply France some hundred years ago with 
butter. I do not like, neither is it neces-

When to Mow. 


No rule of action can be arbitrarily laid 
town in matters of haying, for we all know 
that our climate is so changeable, that work 
ot any kind, however systematically laid 
Out, is liable to be interrupted by changes 
tthe weather, over which the man who 
makes the plans and lays out the work has 
% control. As arule grass should not be 
mowed in the early. morning while wet. 

Several years we haye practiced run- 
ting the mower in the afternoon instead of 
the forenoon, and find it much better than 

former practice. Grass cut when load- 

td with water dries very slowly, and if 
vy, the under side will remain wet for 
‘long time. If cut in the afternoon, when 
wtfectly dry, and left to lay over night 
Without disturbance, the hay dries through 
*venly, and at noon of the second day will 
Stnerally be found better cured than if it 
deen cut a half day earlier when ‘loaded 
with water. The dew which falls upon 
the cut grass is quickly dispelled by the 
morning sun, and the process of drying 
Commences at once, and it gets the benefit 
Of the whole day. It will be ready to rake 
iately after noon, and the cart may 

'W at once and take it tothe barn. The 
urantage of raking and loading while the

will be great. In this way the

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next afternoon it will be ready to rake and 
cart. This fine talk of ‘‘curing clover hay 
in the cock” and “building it over with a 
fork,” is all nonsense, and wears out too 
much of its value in unnecessary labor. 
The rule should be to dry it quickly and 
dry it enough, but never overdry it. It is 
surprising how quickly it can be dried un- 
der the method we have laiddown. Try it. 


Crows. 


It may be out of season to discourse of 
crows, but their damage to the crops plant- 
ed, and the time required in efforts to pro- 
tect the fields are still so fresh in mind, 
that it will be timely to say that they have 
become an intolerable nuisance to the far- 
mer, and a burden expensive to be borne. 
The time was when they could be fright- 
ened away by the inventive genius of the 
Yankee, but as is the case with superstition 
among the people, they have become too 
well educated for that kind of nonsense. 
The only security now is to place men on 
the fields prepared to deal death and de- 
struction to all intruders. Under sore ag- 
gravation this savage work becomes a great 
pleasure, but it is expensive. The June 
days call for something more productive 
from the help on the farm than standing 
guard. In some counties there has been 
quite as much expense incurred this season 
in efforts to protect the fields as there was 
in planting the seed. And this is by no 
means all. There has been, notwithstand- 
ing all this extra cost, a vast amount of 
damage done to the crops which never can 
be remedied. 

What shall be done? ‘The movement be- 
fore the Legislature last winter for a boun- 
ty on crows was in the right direction. 
The committee on agriculture reported in 
favor of the move, but when the matter 
came up for action, it simply raised a little 
fun, and was dropped as worthy no other 
attention. Farmers now should come up to 
the support of the movement. What would 
the expenditure of a few thousand dollars 
for bounties be, compared to the combined 
cost and damage now realized? Probably 
acouple of years of hunting the thieves 
would again render them so wild that after- 
wards the fields could be easily protected, 
and the bounty would no longer be called 
for. If the farmers of the State want this 
protection—and we believe they do—they 
have only to rally to the support of the 
measure brought forward last winter. Let 
clubs, societies, granges and individuals 
consider the matter and be ready to act 
when the proper time conies. Without ac- 
tion there is no remedy—with it, it becomes 
an easy matter. . 


Which are the Best Butter Makers? 


Jersey breeders, it seems, are by no 
means willing to let the laurels won by the 
Holsteins at the New York Dairy Show as 
the best butter makers, lie easy where they 
were taken, unless they are worthily en- 
titled to them. The Jersey cow as a profit- 
able butter maker, is not to ingloriously 
take a back seat, unless that is the place 
where she belongs. The vain boasting of 
the Holstein breeders has aroused the ire 
of Jersey faneiers, and they begin to be 
heard from. T. 8S. Cooper of Coopersburg, 
Pa., the well known importer and breeder 
of Jersey cattle, publishes a challenge in 
the Country Gentleman, in which he more 
than hints of some of the games resorted 
to in order to make an extraordinary 
record. In fact it is now so well known 
among those who are booked up in what is 
going on that the great butter records that 
are heralded before the public for the pur- 
pose of bloatifg prices and booming sales, 
are secured through so much of sham and 
deceit, that sensible people no longer place 
confidence in them. Of what value isa 
record of four pounds of butter a day from 
a cow, whether Holstein or Jersey, fed on 
clover heads and cream, and with fifty per 
cent. more or less of water frozen into the 
butter at that, for the purpose of loading 
weight. If the Holsteins are the best but- 
ter makers the public want to know it. 
Mr. Cooper’s challenge is as follows : 

1 am no betting character by any means, 
but, I am willing for a wager of $1,000 to 
place at a station named by the party or 
parties who are to have full charge of the 
testing, same to be (selected by the Hol- 
stein men and myself) five daughters of 
Pedro against any five Holstein cows 
owned by one party or firm selected out of a 
herd of 60 milking cows (number in my 
herd). The man in charge is to keep an 








exact account of feed fed to each animal, and |' 


if either party decide to allow any of his 
cows to drink 50 quarts of sweet milk per 
day, the same is to be charged at the rate of 
3 cents per quart, or in other words every- 
thing that is given to any cow is to be 
charged against her at cost price. When 
the butter is made for a week or a month 
in its natural state the same is to be sent to 
Park & Tilford, or any other first-class 
firm, and they are to dispose of it to the 
best advantage. If it goes to the 5th 
Avenue hotel, or the Brunswick, or to the 
soap man, each party is to receive credit 
for the amount so received, and the breed 
showing the highest net earning is to be 
the winner of the $1,000 prize. I make this 
challenge in the best of spirit, as [am no 
fighting man, I am breeding Jersey cattle 
for profit and not for fun. : 


‘Manurial Value of Ashes. 

The last monthly bulletin of the Michi- 
gan Agrieultural College is devoted to the 
consideration of the manurial value of 
ashes, by the professor of chemistry, E. C. 
Kedzie. 

Hard-wood ashes were taken from the 
kitchen stove, the fuel being a mixture of 
beech and hard maple. Small fragments 
of charcoal were scattered through the 
ashes, and a little sand from dirt adhering

The in- 
soluble residue—82 per cent.—consists of 
silica and insoluble silicates. The small 
amount of valuable manurial materials 
present come in part from the wood kind- 
lings. Soft coal ashes have very little 
value for manure. Value of 100 pounds, 2 
cents. 

Hard coal ashes were obtained from the 
anthracite burned in a stove in the labora- 
tory. Four and one-half per cent. soluble 
in acid; potash found to the amount of one- 
tenth of one per cent., and phosphoric acid 
one-twentieth of one per cent. The soluble 
part contained a small amount of sulphate 
of lime. 

‘The insoluble part, 9445¢ per cent., con- 
sisted of clay and other insoluble silicates. 
Estimated by its chemical analysis, one 
hundred pounds of hard-coal ashes are 
worth less than one cent. It contains less 
plant food than the same amount of com- 
mon clay. Its value for most purposes 
springs from its physical properties. It is 
a good absorbent, and well adapted to use 
in earth closets; makes good roads and 
walks, and would make a good filling for 
hollow wall-space to prevent the passage 
of heat. Two parts of sifted coal ashes 
and one of common salt, moistened with 
water, will make a good cement to close 
open cracks in stoves or furnaces. But as 
a source of plant food, hard coal ashes are 
without value.

Discarding ashes of mineral coal as value- 
less for manure, I may say in general terms 
that the ashes of wood and of land plants 
of every kind are of value for manure on 
every kind of soil which has been reduced 
by cropping; but the greatest benefit is 
shown upon sandy and porous soils. On 
these “light soils” crops of every kind, but 
especially root crops and corn, will be 
benefitted by a dressing of wood ashes. 

Fruit trees and fruit-bearing plants hav- 
ing a woody structure, will be benefitted 
by wood ashes. 

Thirty to fifty bushels to the acre of 
fresh ashes will be a full dressing, and 
three or four times that amount of leached 
ashes may be applied with permanert bene- 
fit. 





Sewage Poison. 

In the veterinary column of the Connec- 
ticut Farmer, Dr. Cressey of Hartford, 
gives an interesting case of the fatal poison- 
ing of several cows from drinking of sew- 
age water, and the eating of grass satur- 
ated with the same. A sewage drain dis- 


run, and was allowed to spread out upon 
the surface : 

No doubt many animals have been lost 
from pure carelessness in relation to sew- 
age, without the owner even mistrusting 
the cause of the trouble. Such an out- 
break of disease has recently occurred with- 
in the limits of this city, and which at first 
was very mysterious, and in fact malicious 
poisoning was suspected. Mr. John Allen, 
who has a fine large pasture over west of 
Trinity college, has lost three thorough- 
bred Jerseys and two Holstein cows within 
a few weeks past, four of which I was 
called to see, and made a post-mortem ex- 
amination of the second and third. The 
symptoms in many respects resembled 
other cases of poisoning which it has been 
my privilege to examine. There was a 
profuee diarrhea, great lassitude and pros- 
tration from the first, with no appetite nor 
flow of milk.

much difference as to profit between the 
two, by taking the average price of beef 
and butter or milk into consideration, and 
also the extra care and expense of produc- 
tion. For instance,a man can raise beef 
and be a gentleman, while in marketing 
milk or making butter either he or his wife, 
or both, are slaves to his business or cus- 
tomers. 

In carefully looking over the prices beef 
has sold for within the last twenty years, 
I fuil to find a year but what farmers could 
dispose of their cattle sometime in the year 
at fair prices, providing they availed them- 
selves of that time, until this last year, 
therefore I claim this last year has been 
an exception. The editor asks the reason 
of this, and lays before us an instructive 
answer, and we will accept it as correct 
where he says that itis caused by over 
stocked ranches and markets; and yet it 
seems to me that he presents to us rather 
a gloomy picture financially for the future 
outlook. Now we will accept the present 
situation, but will not go back on the past. 
Now let us see if we can give any reason 
why our markets are over stocked. It is 
evident enough that many of the Western 
ranchmen have more cattle than it pays to 
feed at the present prices, consequently 
they are placing them upon our Kastern 
market faster than we need them, at good 
prices. Beef used to be sold in the markets 
to consumers according to what it cost to 
buy the cattle at the cattle centres, such as 
Chicago, Albany, Pittsburg and Brighton. 
For instance, if cattle cost such a price in 
either of these cattle markets it governed 
the price beef was sold for in the markets, 
then the market was healthy and the yee 
ducer had a voice in the matter. Now 
cattle are bought at these centres and the 

rice paid is governed by what beef sells 
or in the:Eastern markets. For instance, 
if beef sells for six cents per pound in Bos- 
ton and New York to-day, that governs 
the price to be paid for cattle to-morrow, 
because the quota to supply the demand is 
over crowd every day. ‘This gives 
buyers a chance to dictate terms and prices 
just about as they say, consequently the 
producers have a to say or do about 
the matter, only to raise the cattle, ship 
them to market and take just what they 
will bring, as we might say under the ham- 
mer. ~ if the producers are gettin 

rich I cam assure you that this state o 

thi will go right along, but if they are 

getting r some time inthe near future 

re will be a reaction. Now as I am 
somewhat interested in the Western dressed 
beef business, in order to keep myself post- 
ed I take such agricultural papers as treats

And many ranchmen have accepted this 
Tae men and recently two carloads of 
were shi into Boston by this com- 
pany and sold for from fifty cents to one dol- 
per cwt. less than what other dealers 
were selling for, causing a loss from three to 
six dollars steer, breaking the market 
down, and

winter fed stock. Now this is the con- 
dition we find ourselves in at present, and 
to be sure it is not a brilliant one financially. 

Now the question is, what shall we do, 
and where is our remedy? Now this isa 
hard question for me to answer, especially 
to be endorsed by ali the readers of the 
Farmer. And yet I think there are some 
who will admit that a good pair of oxen 
come in handy todo our farm work. G 
with me, if you please, into any section of 
our State, and as a general thi 
see afarm with rough fields, thin grass, 
buildings rusty, fences poor, call upon the 
proprietor and ask him the question, ‘‘have 
you a pair of beef cattle for sale?” and nine 
times our of ten the answer will be, ‘‘no, 
I don’t keep oxen, they don’t pay.” Pass on 
a little farther, perhaps next neighbor, and 
you will come toa farm with well laid out 
fields, stones and stumps all removed, grass 
thick and heavy, buildings painted, and 
everything trimmed up and looking pros- 
a and ask the proprietor of this farm 

he has a pair of oxen for sale, and nine 
times out of ten the answer will be, yes. 

Some one might ask what is the matter 
with horses? Why, nothing, they are afl 
right in their proper place, and a good pair 
of horses are just what many farmers need. 
But let us look at this from a financial 
standpoint. If a farmer owns a good pair 
of horses, able to do a good day’s work, and 
also fit to hitch into a carriage, to obtain 
such the outlay must be somewhere from 
three to five hundred dollars, the depre- 
ciation at least would be twenty-five dol- 
lars per year, the cost of keeping wouid be 
nearly the same as it would be to keepa 
pair of oxen or steers, and while upon the 
same feed the oxen would make at least a 
gain of six hundred pounds per year, at the 
resent price would be worth forty dol- 
ars, while the pair of horses would lose 
twenty-five dollars in value. This makes a 
difference of sixty-five dollars in favor of 
the oxen, even at the present low prices, to 
call the amount of work each did even. I 
claim this to be a practical point, and scores 
one in favor of the steer. : 

Now would it be sound judgment for us 
all to accept dairying as a specialty for our 
remedy? I think not, although admitting 
that there are many localities adapted to 
both milk and butter dairying, and many 
are engaged in this interest at present, and 
I should say to them, stay where you are. 
But suppose we all accept dairying asa 
specialty, and do all of our farm work with 
horses, many of us would be obliged to 
make radical changes in our stock. First, 
we would have to accept the Jersey cow, 
but not necessarily, but we would in order 
to compete with those who have them. 
When we do this we have lost all the beef 
qualities,and we are entirely out of the 
beef growing interest. Ow, 3uppose 
when we all get fixed with stock and a 
paratus to do the business, and we should 
wake up some morning and find the price 
of butter had gone below paying prices, 
then what? 

Now, a few years ago, the sheep interest 
was booming, the price of wool ran high, 
mutton sold well, spring lambs brought 
from 6 to 8 dollars a piece. Store sheep 
brought from 4 to 6 dollars, and everybody 
stocked up and fora while made lots of 
mofey, and the boom spread abroad all 
over the country ; and when everybody got 
well fixed in the business, all at once wool 
fell, muttoa fell, lambs were*cheap, and 
there was a depression in the business, and 
everybody wanted to sell, and many dis- 
posed of their stock at such ruinous prices 
as to lose all they made. [hey went-on 
for a while, and before we were aware of 
the fact the business began to revive, and 
those who kept right along iu the business 
have within the last two or three years 
been doing well. Now if we should all 
drift into the sheep interest, the day would 
soon come when there would be another 
depression. There is no interest but what 
can be over-done. Now I say, farmers, 
we should look this matter over carefuliy, 
and before we all accept the Jersey cow, 
and as as a specialty, we should ask 
ourselves is most important question: 
Where shall we land ourselves financially 
by so doing? 

Now I say, farmers, it looks to me as 
though we ht to hold our position in 
this interest; it has cost us too dear to give 
it up just yet, and if we get out, it will 
cost too much to back. We should 
breed up our stock in such a manner as to 
provide ourselves both beef and milk quali- 
ties in the same animal, then if one fails, 
we have got the other to fall back upon. 
I don’t wish to be understood that I would 
advise any one to make a specialty of beef 
growing, but I think we should raise a fair 
supply. Bear in mind that prices 1re 
down on hard bottom; they cannot possi- 
bly be much lower. If the prices are lower 
than we wish to see them give the oxen a 
little more credit for their labor. Lf you

For the Maine Farmer.

Mr. Editor: It seems a long time since 
I came to Maryland, ard yet it is but two 
weeks. All is so different here that one 
sees something new every hour. The 
natural face of the country is not so changed 
from ours. Not quite as many rocks or as 
many evergreen trees. But the country is 
generally rolling, and wood covers a por- 
tion of every farm; but the people are so 
different. In the country one meets with 
one genuine farmer and two or three poor 
whites and a half-dozen colored citizens— 
the latter far outnumbering the former in 
the family—so that we really find but one 
farmer in six to ten families. This of 
course makes society scattered, and organ- 
izations for general improvement neces- 
rarily small, and leaves a large majority of 
the people with no social advantages, little 
educational opportunities, and next to no 
inducements to better their condition. The 
negro works, and that is sufficient reason 
for the poor whites to not work, and the 
farmers have been brought up to hire their 
work done, and still doit. The man with 
a farm will hire from one to ten men out of 
doors and as many men and women in the 
house, and he and his family boss them and 
take comfort. Of course a man with a half 
dozen negroes cannot be expected to work, 
and they must keep servants te wait on 
them, and horses to ride round with, and 
their children must be educated, and they 
must keep teams for all the family to ride, 
and none of the family must work, and as 
the more one rides around the more he must 
spend, the income is often too smatl for the 
outsets, and farmers are grumbling about 
hard times and low prices, when really it 
seems to me as though the man who will 
work as hard as they do in Maine, and 
whose family will try as hard to help him 
asthe average family in Maine, that this 
land would flow with milk and honey. 

I should not dare to write as I do, only I 
shall get out of the State before it is print- 
ed, and then they will read and reread be- 
fore they have an opportunity to go for 
me, and it may do them good in the end. 
I know the better farmers can well afford 
to do as they do, but generally they can- 
not, and they are scattering, some to the 
cities, some to the South, and some to the 
West, leaving the farms pretty well run 
out, cursed with slave labor fora hundred 
years, grown to bushes, impoverished with 
tobaceo, negro huts on every hand, a great 
house with a dozen barns that look as 
though they rained down, and all in a state 
of dilapidation bordering closely on des- 
truction on each farm. There are excep- 
tions, it is true, but they only serve to make 
the picture more unpleasant. 

ilow are they to improve themselves and 
Maryland at the same time? Sell half their 
land to blacks and poor whites who will 
pay for it. Build barns for vattle and fod- 
der. Putin silos. Care for every cow, 
steer, sheep and colt. Do your own work 
and do it well, and the farm will pay. | 
know there is lots of fault found with the 
lawmakers and legislators of Maryland, 
but they certainly deserve credit for the 
mwunificent appropriations they make for 
schools, which last for nine or ten months 
in the year, and these schools are for white 
and black separately throughout the State. 
Teachers receive $400 to $450 a year, and 
are efficient and competent. The public 
roads are on the main lines, mostly turn- 
pikes which are subject to toll. Churches 
are on every hand, the old English set- 
tlers being mainly Episcopal, while the 
Methodist are thickly interspersed, colored 
Methodists, the Me jist church north and 
the Methodist church south. The =~ 
as a rule go to church on the Sabbath. - 
deed, I have rarely seen the churches better 
filled.

While valuable stallions can be found 
in almost every town in the State, and 
their services obtained at reasonable prices, 
che fact remains that flaming advertise- 
ments attract the public, telling of the 
wonderful pedigree of some stallion whose 
services can be had for two, three or five 
dollars. ainst such we would warn our 
readers. If the breeding is as represented, 
there is something wrong with the animal. 

Men do not invest in, or breed, stallions 
without the hope of some return, and if the 
animal has any merit at all in himself and 
pedigree, a fair sum will be charged for 
services. The average fees in this State 
are remarkably low, when we consider the 
quality of the stock and the families repre- 
sented, but even then there are horses kept 
for service whose breeding is not as repre- 
sented, and who have no merit in and of 
themselves. 

Beware of cheap stallions, for either the 
pedigree is faulty, or the animal compara- 
tively worthless. There is too much at 
stake to allow any minor considerations to 
influence. It will pay any one to spend 
time and look up the pedigree of the stal- 
lion whose services are desired, ascertain 
the size, quality and condition of his dam, 
as well as sire, and thus be enabled to 
make a mating that will be profitable. 








Slaughtering Horses. 


Bancroft, in his history of California, 
says that about the first decade of the pres- 
ent century, live stock had increased so 
much beyond the requirements of the coun- 
try in the province of California, that it 
was deemed necessary to slaughter a large 
portion of them. By order of the Gover- 
nor, a council of the prominent men of the 
country was held in 1801, to consider the 
question, and it was determined to reserve 
twenty-five mares, working horses and 
mules to each owner. The Missions were 
also authorized to kill all intruding horses. 
By June of that year 7,500 animals had 
been killed, and the measure seems to have 
offered much relief. In 1807 similar orders 
were given, and early in the following year 
7,200 in the Santa Barbara district had 
been killed. An additional slaughter of 
3,200 horses in Monterey took place in 1810. 
The stock thus destroyed being of the mus- 
tang breeding, was not, of course, of the 
highest comparative value, yet people at 
the present time would consider such action 
impolitic; and the incident serves to show 
not only what a prolific country for stock- 
raising California was, but, what is of 

reater importance, the improved market 
acilities of the world. 


Tramp Stallions. 


I would like to call the attention of our 
farmers to the tramp stallions which are 
being driven through the country for ser- 
vice. Now, can any one tell me why this 
isdone? If the horses are good for any- 
thing, would it be necessary to peddle them 
round to get patronage? I think not, for I 
know of some that are decidedly ‘‘outy,” 
and then the service fee will be advertised 
somewhere from fifteen to twenty dollars, 
and the owners or drivers will take any- 
where from one dollar up to the original 
fee, just as they can find customers. I 
have two of the advertisements of one of 
these tramps before me—in 1885. He says: 
‘*This horse has proved himself a trotter by 
doing a trial mile in his three-year-old form 
in 2.39.” All very well; now in 1887 he 
says he got a record in 2.39 in his three- 
year-old form—what will it be next year? 
And 60 it goes. 

Many of these tramps are brought here 
from a distance. Now it looks odd to me, 
when horses of their pretended breedin; 
and great value as stock horses are oblig 
to peddle thtough the country, and pick up 
all the old, broken down, worthless mares 
that no one would think of breeding toa 
first-class stallion; and surely no man, far- 
mers in particular, if they have a good 

brood mare, would think of using one of 
these tramps. Now do not think [ have an 
| ax to grind, and speak in my own behalf, 
| for | do not, never did have, nor ever ex- 
| pect to own a stallion, but I do raise a colt 
sometimes, and some good ones, but never 
}use one of the above named animals; and 
| we farmers should wake up to this matter, 
for at this time when there is such a de- 
jmand for good horses, we cannot afford 
| to raise poor ones because we can get the 
| services of a cheap horse cheaply. In the 
}end it provesa costly investment. And

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The difference in the value and size of 
eggs is not appreciated as it would be if 
y were bought and sold by weight. In 
some markets, netably in New York and 
Philadelphia, from two to four cents more 
is paid for selected Leghorn eggs than for 
others, while in Boston the choice is for 
the colored eggs of the Asiatics or Ply- 
mouth Rocks. Some of the dealers of Au- 
burn and Lewiston have already made a 
lace for Brahma eggs, or others equally 
arge and well colored, paying one cent 
adozen more for these than for smaller 
and inferior ones. The result will be that 
the line will become more marked, and the 
choicer article receive the higher price. 
This ts as it should be, and it seems as 
though it might be the only thing that will 
lead farmers to improve their flocks. 
When the time comes that eggs are sold by 
weight, as they should be, then every man 
will get pay for what he has, and no more. 
To-day breeder of choice poultry get- 
ting heavy eggs, and feeding so that they 
are more valuable as food, receives no 
more per dozen than his neighbor who 
feeds on slops and swill, and keeps small, 
inferior stock. 


England imported last year 1,033,579,440 
eggs from foreign countries, or thirty-one 
eggs for each individual of its total popu- 
lation, — the population to be 35,- 
000,000. The British hen has evidently 
failed to do her full duty and needs to be 
increased in numbers or prolificacy. A 
similar state of affairs exists in this coun- 
try, and it will hardly do for the American 
hen to crow over her British cousin. 
Crowing isnot a suitable occupation for a 
hen anyway. 


It is said that the relative cost of raising 
a pound of pork and a pound of chicken is 


4 as three is to four, that is, if a pound of 


pork costs six cents,a pound of chicken 
will cost eight. But while the cost of pro- 
duction is so nearly alike, the price rea)- 
ized is about in the ratio of one to three, or, 
in other Words, when pork sells at six cents 
per pound, chickens will bring eighteen 
centsa pound. Less “hog and hominy,” 
and more roast chicken for us. 


If the poultry-breedcr failed to save the 
rakings of his lawn last year, he should 
make calculations to preserve them this 
year. They are just what the fowls need, 
sweet, fragrant and soft, so as to occasion 
no trouble in the crop. Look after the 
lawn rakings in 1887. 


There is already manifested considerable 
difference in the size and strength of the 
early and later broods. ‘The small chick- 
ens should be separated from the larger 
ones in order that they may have an equal 
chance for growth. ‘Two or three yards 
for chickens are a great convenience. 


The white of an egg is said to contain 
sixteen per cent. of nitrogen. Nitrogen- 
ous f then is highly essential to a large 
egg-preduction. Gluten meal, containing 

ree times as much nitrogen as common 
corn meal, linseed meal or cotton seed meal 
containing quite a large per centage of 
nitrogen, as well as all animal substances, 
are useful in stimulating egg-production. 


The yolk of the egg contains quite a per- 
centage of sulphur, and sulphur in some 
form should be used in the fowls’ food. 
Yet we are not to leap to the hasty conclu- 
sion that it is absolutely necessary to feed 
a large amonnt of commercial sulphur, for 
various grains contain more or less of this 
mineral substance. Carefully conducted 
experiments in feeding sulphur will enable 
the intelligent poultryman to determine 
ee what quantity can be profitably 
used. 


The value of wheat bran for feeding is 
generally underestimated. To be sure it 
contains but little fattening material, but it 
is rich in mineral substances that are so 
necessary in building up a large frame. It 
also has a valuable mechanical property in 
giving bulk to food. Chemical analysis 
| can tell us the percentage of substances in 
| different foods, but it often happens that a 
| food which stands very low in the list is 


extremely valuable, indeed out of all pro- 
portion to its chemical constituents. ‘his 
is usually due to its mechanical action, and

The drowsy wood 
fire on the hearth fades away, the cheer- 
less April winds are forgotten, and in their 
place I see the “Bonny Doon” and the 
delicate bloom of the heather in the glow 
of a Scottish sunset. In fancy the black 
eyes of the proud peasant bard flash before 
me, and I hear the refrain ot that noble 
song ‘“‘Athan’s a man for a’ that.” From 
this same heather-clad land I| see him pluck 
the ‘twee, modest, crimson-tipped flower,” 
and feel with the poet the destiny of those 
who mourn the daisy’s fate: 

“Stern ruin’s plow-share drives elate 
Full on thy bloom,

Removing to Readfield soon after, Mr. 
Morrill, with others, purchased the old 
woolen mill at the Corner, which had been 
an unremunerative enterprise. Mr. M's 
business sagacity and enterprise at once 
made the mill successful during the twenty 
years in which he actively managed it. In 
1850 he was appointed Land Agent by Gov. 
Hubbard. At that time the office was one 
of the most responsible in the State. In 
1853 Mr. Morrill bolted from his party on 
the temperance question. He became the 
Maine law candidate for Govenor, but as 
the free soil and whig candidates were both 
favorable to the law, his vote was not large, 
still it was nearly one-third that of the reg- 
ular democratic candidate.

The Free Soil 
party dropped its separate organizations 
and supported Mr. Morrill. Atthe elec- 
tion, Gov. Morrill received a heavy vote 
and came within 800 of an election by the 
people. He was elected by the legislature, 
and was Govenor during the year 1855. 

The year 1855 was one of great political 
activity in Maine, and the vote at the Sep- 
tember eleetion was 6000 in excess of the 
largest ever polled before. At that time 
the party took the name Republican, and 
Gov. Morrill was again the candidate. He 
polled 7000 votes more than he did the pre- 
vious year, and 11,000 more than any demo- 
cratic candidate had ever received, but the 
straight whig and democratic vote combined 
constituted a majority, and, by a coalition, 
having secured 4 majority of the Legisla- 
ture, Judge Wells, the democratic candidate, 
was made his successor. @ 
considered a candidate for governor in 1856. 

In 1860 he consented to be a candidate for 
the House in the old Kennebec District. 
He was elected by a large majority and 
served in Congress at the time the Re- 
bellion began. Govenor Morrill did not 
like Congressional life and declined a re- 
nomination, throwing his influence in favor 
of Mr. Blaine, who became his successor. 
Gov. Morrill became interested in the old 
Androscoggin & Kennebec R. R., and was 
one of the directors. After the consolida- 
tion of the upper and lower roads, he be 
came President. In 1876, Gov. Morrill re- 
moved to Augusta, and in 1881 was elected
